T hey F ertilize F lo w ers Fo r Strictly U tili­ 
tarian Kea« o ns. 
A correspon den t write» : “ The theory 
of the orig in of flowers by the selection 
of in sects is on e which has attracted 
much atten tion both in scien tific cir­ 
cles an d from the g en eral public. 
Set 
forth by Darwin in the ‘Orig in of Spe­ 
cies,’ it has been larg ely developed in a 
series of in terestin g publication s by Sir 
John Lubbock an d Mr. G ran t Allen . 
Some fresh a n i in terestin g lig ht baa 
n ow been thrown on it by a series of 
experimen ts recen tly carried out 
by 
Professor Plateau of the Un iversity of 
Ghen t. Professor Plateau has arrived at 
the con clusion that in sects are in differ­ 
en t to the colors of the flowers they 
visit, an d that they are g uided to th« m 
in a very subordin ate way by sig ht. 
The experimen ts on which the Belg ian 
professor bases his farreacbin g con clu­ 
sion s are briefly these: Havin g covered 
the brig htly colored flowers of sin g le 
dahlias in his g arden with bits of g reen 
leaf, he foun d that they were still visit­ 
ed by in sects. 
This seemed so much at 
varian ce with the g en erally received 
view that in sects are attracted to flow­ 
ers chiefly by their color that Professor 
Plateau in stituted a prolon g ed series of 
experimen ts an d observation s to put the 
matter still further to the proof. 
The 
result has been to con firm an il stren g th­ 
en the con clusion s drawn from the first 
experimen ts. 
Cuttin g off the brig htly 
colored corollas of such flowers as lo­ 
belia, even in g primrose, foxg love, etc., 
he foun d the remain in g g reen parts 
were still visited. Ag ain there are some 
brig htly colored flowers which are sel­ 
dom or n ever visited by in sects owin g 
to their lack of hon ey . Notable amon g 
these is the scarlet g eran ium of our g ar­ 
den . But when a little hon ey was placed 
on g eran ium flowers bees came to them 
at on ce, those blossoms which had n ot 
received hon ey bein g passed over. 
“ Other con spicuous flowers were tried 
in a similar way with like results. The 
experimen t of removin g the hon ey bear 
in g parts of a flower an d leavin g tho 
brig htly colored part, which was sup­ 
posed to be attractive, was also tried 
with the sin g le dahlia. Its in n er florets 
were removed, leavin g rht* con spicuous 
outer on es, u piece of y ellow leaf bein g 
placed m the cen ter. 
No in sects wen t 
to these hon ey less flowers. But as soon 
as a drop of n ectar was placed on them 
they visited them as freely as before. 
Ag ain , Professor Plateau made artificial 
flowers with pieces of g r< en leaf, each 
furn ished with a little hon ey . 
These 
were freely visited t y in sects. But a r ti­ 
ficial flowers made of colored material 
were n eg lected, even when supplied 
with hon ey . 
“ In further support of his views Pro­ 
fessor Plateau is able to brin g forward 
the followin g facts us to the habits of 
in sects in visitin g flowers: They will 
pass freely an d with apparen t in differ­ 
en ce from on e color to an other of va­ 
rieties of the same species g rowin g to­ 
g ether in our g arden s; they visit a g reat 
n umber of g reen an d g reen ish colored 
flowers; there are man y small an d in ­ 
con spicuous flowers which are also free­ 
ly visited. 
Such is a brief outlin e of 
Professor P lateau’s observation s an d ex­ 
perimen ts, from which he believes him ­ 
self justified in drawin g the con clusion 
that sig ht play s a very subordin ate part 
in attractin g in sects to flowers. 
Their 
bearin g 011 the theory of the in sect orig in 
of flowers is obvious. ’’— Lon don Times.

C ovrie shells are in deed a perfect 
caricature of what a curren cy should be 
kickin g us they do the three characteris 
tics which, accordin g to political econ o 
mists, a medium 
o f exchan g e should 
possess—n amely , in trin sic value, scar 
city an d portability . 
W here an y larg e 
amoun t is con cern ed than can easily bo 
paid in shells, slaves are used as the 
medium of exchan g e.

Slaves sold by private arran g em en t an d 
whose character is kn own often fetch 
much hig her prices. 
The En g lish traveler who objects on 
prin ciple to accept in g slaves in pay men t 
of a debt is often subjected to serious 
in con ven ien ce in con sequen ce. 
On e n a­ 
tive kin g to whom I hud sold some rolls 
of silk became in debted to me to thu 
exten t of 7 5 0 ,0 0 0 cowries. As i refused 
to receive pay men t in slaves I had to 
w ait altog ether two mon ths in order to 
extract w hat was due to me, an d fin ally 
left; the n eig hborhood in despair, when 
man y thousan ds of shells were still ou 
in g . 
The on ly advan tag e, us far as 1 could 
see, which tho n ative derives from th* 
use of the c o w r ie shells as mon ey is the 
un limited opportun ities which it afford* 
him for cheatin g the w hite man . 
The 
latter, who has seldom either time or 
patien ce to coun t his mon ey , is compel­ 
led to accept from 
1 0 to 2 5 per cen t less 
than w hat the n ative professes to pay .
